The Government did not intend — to 
allow American fisher:nen to use 
Canada as a base for tishery operat- 
ions and thus assist them to supply 
American markets, which were clos- 
ed to Canada, The Salisbury Gov- 
ernment had not taken a single step 
without consulting the Canadian 
Government, and were thoroughly 
in accord with their views and sus- 
tained their actions.

ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 


London, June 11.—Hord Dufferin 
Viceroy of India, is wakingan ener. 
getic effort to locate the wily Hin. 
doo known as Duhleep Singh, who 
is supposed to be laagly responsible 
for the dangers which now threaten 
India, This treacherous nativ.. 
potentate, it isthought, would hard. 
ly risk himeelf on Indian soil excep: 
in a good disguise for the present 
but Lord Dufferin, in recent dis. 
patches, has expressed the belief 
that he is either personally or 
through etmissaries stirring up the 
Pishin tribes to revolt. These 
tribes are greatly excited by the 
successful rebellion of Ghilais, dwe}]. 
ing just across the frontier from 
Atghanistan. They partake of many 
of the characteristics of the rebellious 
subjects of the Ameer, and are en. 
couraged by their example to rise 
against their own masters, the white 
men of England, The larger part 
of the AngloeIndian army is con.

insufticiently protected. If Russia 
wishes toact upon Dahleep Singh 
land invade India, no more propition: 
time conld be chosen than the pres- 
ent. There are many who antici. 
pate sucha movement, but @ close: 
study of Russian methods take a 
different view of the probabilities, 
That Russia will invade India i; 
not doubted, but the history of hier 
past aggressions, indicate that the 
invasion will be gradual. The 
Russian frontier has been presse 
southward in this insidious manner 
at the expense of Persia and 
Afghanistan, the Czar’s shew) 
generals simply tiring out the op- 
position by their obstinate, patient, 
unyielding grip upon the disputed 
territory, pending the long drawn-out 
negotiations of diplomats and Lous- 
dary commissioners. Jt is under- 
stood from the reports of traveller 
that the Russian exploring military 
expedition have already forced them- 
selves across the line into Northern 
India at various places, and establisli- 
ed a sort of local claim to be used 
in future disputes with England a- 
the basis of settlement of the frontier 
Such methods are less expensive 
as a rule than open war, anid 
frequently as effective; but they 
are in fact only preliminary to the 
tinal war which is expected when- 
ever England becomes engaged in 
strife elsewhere, which will prevent 
her from giving adequate protection 
to the threatened frontier.
